The use of diseased meat as food has 


caused considerable discussion in this 
city as a consequence of the disclosure 
at Camp Barrett. When A'sked as to 
their ideas on the effect of such food 
on the human system, medical gentlu- 
men advanced the following views: 


Dr. D. D. Crowiey—Tuberculous meat 


has a detrimental effect upon the sys- 
tem, and It may affect the constitution 
of the consumer .in thc 
manner in 


which itself is diseased. If tuberculous 
it is ant to affect a party with a weak 
stomach or bowels or who may not be 
sufficiently strong tu antagonize the 
growth of the bacteria of tuberculosis. 
Hence, many aduit sick nnd young 


children ought to be inspected, as well 
as the meat that comes through our 
butcher shops, and every city should 
have in the Board of Health an inspec- 
tor or inspectors for the purpose of ex- 
amining thc meal in every shop of tha 
city each day. We will suppose that 
the Federal authorities will put a tag 
on the meat to show that it Is free 
from disease. That" does not signify 
hat tho meat may not become tainted 
n a few days, or that it may become 
filthy 
an.d 
unfit 
for 
consumption. 


Neither does it signify that the Federal 
authority is always correct as to the 
soundness of this meat. 
Neither has 


he much control after it leaves a cer- 
tain point and gees to where it is con- 
sumed.
